CIDER AND APPLE WINE.

O one can make tea like an Irishwoman. 
N That; is acknowledged all over the 
world. Her discriminating taste is 
such that more expensive tea is sold in Ireland 
than cheap tea! » Altogether, over two million 
pounds worth of teas are imported every year 
into the Free State. 

Tea-drinking has become so much a part 
of the national life that enshrined with it 1s 
all that is best in social intercourse. After- 
noon tea and high tea in our homes are the 
times when we delight to entertain our friends, 
when we can show the appointments of our 
table at their best. 

Then, todo; in the exotic or luxurious sur- 
roundings of a public restaurant we are wont 
to meet other friends—casually or by appoint- 
ment—a1d to discuss the topics that interest 
us most to the subdued clink of tea cups and 
the muffled movements of cutlery. 


Special Irish Blends. 


It is not, perhaps, too well known that our 
Irish tea blenders cater. specially for the local 
palate, and that that taste differs widely from 
that prevailing across the water. Also, the 
blend depends largely on the analysts of the 
water with which it is to be made, and special 
blends are ~epared by them to suit the water 
in the district where the particular tea is to 
be sold. | 

A leading blender told me that the principal 
tea used here is Assam tea, whereas in Eng- 
land leaf from Ceylon is the prime favourite. 
The ‘‘ flavouring ” tea comes from Darieeling, 
and in districts where the water is hard a 
greater proportion of Darjeeling tea has to 
be incorporated. Although China tea has its 
devotees. a camparatively small quantity only 
is consumed in Ireland.

Collars Important. 


Collars are serious affairs on the new frocks. 
Designers have uNanimously agreed among 
themselves that the feminine collar-bone shall 
be decently covered, Sometimes it is interred 
below several layers of cotton, one of 
organdie or cotton being interposed between 
one of the frock material, or the frock may be 
throat-high, and a wide flared collar will drop 
to the waist in front.

: French Lingerie. 


Under cover styles, those which never meet 


the public eye, represent a big slice of French 
fashions. All the best couturiers of Paris 
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asked for advice on this point, the blender 
said that it should be borne in mind that, the 
wholesale price of tea has been constantly 
rising of late, and it follows that if one’s 
customary tea seems to have deteriorated one 
should try the next higher priced ‘one, when 
satisfaction should again be obtained. 


Tea and Toast. 


Tea and toast by the fire, with the curtains 
drawn and the lights shaded, what could be 
more tempting on a cold autumn or winter’s 
evening—but, first of all, make sure that. it 
is a good cup of tea and that the toast is 
really hot and appetising. 

The real secret of tea-making is to have the 
water freshly boiled. Water that has been 
standing at the side of the fire for some time 
should not be used. The teapot should be kept 
clean and sweet, and an occasional scald with 
soda and boiling water will ensure its fresh- 
ness. 

Tea, unlike coffee, does not improve by 
standing. It should be drunk as soon as the 
water is sufficiently coloured, If not there 
will .be an excess of tannin in the water, 
which is injurious to the health. 

If possible, tea should always be made with 
soft water, as the flavour of the tea is 
brought. out much better than with hard 
water. If the water is very hard, a very 
‘minute pinch of carbonate of soda may be 
put into the teapot. 

Milk tea for invalids is made in exactly 
ihe same way as water tea, except that milk 
is used for making the infusion instead of 
water. Half-milk- and half-water may be 
used, 


Russian Tea. 


The amount of tea to be used depends on 
the quality... The old-fashioned rule is one 
teaspoonful for each person and ‘“one for 
the pot.” The pot should first be scalded 
out with boiling water’to heat it thoroughly. 
Let the tea infuse for from five to six 
minutes. <A three-minute rule, often quoted, 
is insufficient for Irish blends. If the tea 
has to be kept for some time it should be 
poured off the leaves into another teapot. 

Many like their tea without sugar, many 
others without milk; while cthers prefer the 
tussian style—plain tea, with lemon juice. 
lf yoa have not tried this way, experiment 
one day when your are feeling very tired, 
and you will be surprised how refreshing’ it 
is. 

When serving. Russian tea to guests it is

I wonder how many people realise what a 
great difference to the enjoyment of a meal is 
made by the china from which it is taken?

Even where the china one uses is 
wsthetically perfect, it is advisable to change 
to a new pattern and design as frequently as 
possible. Thus to titillate the palate is not an 
extravagance; and, in addition, breakages all 
too soon deplete a service, so that instead of 
making good the deficit with pieces of the

Not only is the tea service of importance, 
but care should be devoted to the other table 
appointments. The cult of afternoon tea in 
buffet style, and of table mats on polished 
tables, has dealt the Irish linen trade a hard 
blow; but, fortunately, the effect of snowy 
napery is so overwhelmingly better than any 
other scheme of table decoration that it is 
rapidly returning to its former pre-eminence, 
and discriminating housewives are renewing 
their stocks of Irish linen.

There are endless varieties of tinned soups, 
and these should be stocked by every efficient 
housewife; they are, on the whole, more ex- 
pone in reguiar use than home-made soups, 
mut you must allow for the saving in fuel 
for cooking and of time in preparing them. 


Ready-Prepared Stock, 


Also, they can be used economically and 
effectively as an ingredient in soups prepared 
in your own kitchen by adding to tinned 


vegetable soups your own left-over vegetables 


and milk and to tinned meat soups some of 
your own good meat stock. 

Used thus boucht soups go twice as far. 

Always remember, however, that once a 
tin has been opened its contents must be 
transferred to another container—otherwise 
you run the risk of poisoning. 

There are two golden ruies 
making :— 

(1) When the soup reaches boiling point 

move it aside and let it cook by simmering 
only. 
(2) Never allow soup to be served with a 
trace of fat; it is best to make soup the day 
before it is needed and to remove the fat 
that forms in a cake when it cools. Meat 
used for soup should, of course, have all the 
fat cut off beforehand. 

In an emergency you can clear away the 
fat by straining the soup through a cloth 
wrung out in cold water or by “lifting” 
the bubbles of fat with. successive layers of 
tissue paper laid gently on the surface.

Italy’s National Soup. 


Here are two useful recipes. . To make 
Minestrone, Italy’s national soup, cut up 
three or four potatoes into small pieces, add 
dried beans, peas, onions, carrots, sliced celery 
and sliced vegetable marrow. Barely cover 
the vegetables witn water. add salt, and boil 
till they are quite soft. Add four ounces of 
macaroni and boil for anotber five minutes; 
then add one ounce of butter and one ounce 
of Parmesan cheese, stir well for a couple 
of minutes, and serve with a sprinkling of 
grated cheese 

Beef tea, delicious when properly made, is 
not only good for convalescents, but for active 
youngsters, too, and it might well be a first 
course for lunch or dinner i 

Take 1lb. fresh lean rump of beef, trim 
off every scrap of fat, and mince or cut in 
very thir slices, so that all the juices can be 
Place the meat in a stone jar 
with a quart of water,’ cover the jar with a 
seucer, and plare it in a saucepan of water, 
which must be brought to the boil and then 
left; to simmer at the side ofthe fire for three 
hours. 

All scum mnst be removed from the beef 
tea by skimming with a spoon while it 
simmers. ‘The addition of a very little cold 
water and salt from time to time helps the 
scum to form. 

When the contents of the jar have boiled 
down to a pint, strain the beef tea through 
a fine sieve and serve really hot.—Yours,

RANCIS BACON, one of the masters ol 
fF English letters, said: ' A man that is 
: young in years may be old in hours if 
he has lost no time.’’

Health Week has been celebrated for 
about twenty years past at different times of 
vear in various towns, but this week is the 
time when it is hoped that national thought 
will be turned in the direction of health 
problems.

Fascist advancement. It seems now that 
Italy has scored ‘a diplomatic triumph 
which will involve a radical change «in 
French policy. 

France has agreed to join Italy in her 
resolve to deal ‘separately with the 
Danube States. The agreement contem: 
plates a series of bi-lateral treaties 
between the French and Italians, on the 
one hand, and the Danube States on 
the other. Danubian corn and other 
produce will receive a _ strong pre- 
ference. Provision will be made for the 
encouragement of Austrian industry, and 
every Danube State will be expected to 
reserve a portion of its internal market 
for the wares of those outside countries. 
which grant it the proposed preferences. 
France has agreed to this plan, which 
has been explained in an Italian 
memorandum, solely in order to obtain 
Signor Mussolini’s support against the 


Germans; and it is noteworthy that 
the Duce has begun to display an 
altogether unwonted enthusiasm for 


the Locarno Pact. Naturally enough, 
the parties of the French Right are 
not at all pleased at the new turn of: 
events. They object strongly to the 
abandonment of French leadership in 
Central Europe, which they regard, not 
unwisely, as a bulwark not only against 
German aggression towards the East, but 
also against possible designs of Italian 
Fascism in the Balkans. The Quai 
d’Orsay, however, takes the view that 
Italy’s friendship is worth substantia] 
sacrifices. 

In all this arrangement between Italy 
and France one important factor has been 
forgotten. The Little Entente has been 
ignored. The day has gone when the big 
Powers of Europe used to be able to order 
the lives of their smaller fellows, and the 
Little Hntente has very decided ideas of 
its own concerning the future. A few weeks 
ago at Sinaia representatives of Czecho- 
slovakia, Yugoslavia and Rumania agreed 
to strengthen the alliance between them ; 
and at present M. Titulescu, Rumania’s 
gifted Foreign Minister, is in Sofia, where 
he is trying to secure the adherence of 
Bulgaria to the Little Entente. Further- 
more, Poland must be taken into account. 
She has a natural sympathy with the Slav 
States of Central and South-Eastern 
Europe, and would welcome very warmly a 
Danubian Federation in which they would’ 
have a predominating influence. Czecho- 
slovaks, Rumanians and Yugoslavs are 
unanimous in their resolve to hold 
what they have, and to refuse in 
any way to countenance interference with 
the status quo. For that .reason, they 
suspect Italy of ulterior motives, and 
refuse to be impressed by her memorandum. 
They consider that they have been left in 
the lurch by the French, but realise that, 
if they stand firmly together, no hurt can 
come to them. If the Bulgars join them, 
they will be in a very strong position ; but, 
even without new allies, they will not 
tolerate dictation from Paris or from 
Rome.

This week the Canadian Chamber of 
Commerce has considered a programme 
of economic recovery. Recent history in 
another part of the American continent has 
shown that the magic words ‘ recovery ” 
and ‘‘ prosperity ” may be used rather to 
hypnotise the public into a belief in its 
good fortune than to describe an actual 
state of affairs. Happily, Canada has more 
solid reason to hope that she has seen the 
worst of the depression. The Ottawa agree- 
ments opened up for the Dominion pros- 
pects of increased trade of which she has 
not been slow to take advantage. For 
thirty years, according to Mr. Bennett, 
Canada suffered for the preferences which 
she allowed to British goods. To-day she 
enjoys more than a ‘‘ square deal,’’ and 
some Canadians have incurred the Prime 
Minister’s criticism by their opinion that 
she has received almost too many conces- 
sions, By degrees the new trade channels 
have been explored. British firms have 
opened factories in Canada, and Canadian 
firms have returned the compliment—an 
interchange which may stimulate industry 
in both countries. The High Commissioner 
in London, recently returned from a tour 
of the Dominion, warns the over-sanguine 
against extravagant hopes for the imme- 
diate future. Cold facts and figures will be 
the most trustworthy witnesses to recovery ; 
but. already there is substantial comfort 
in the steady decrease in the number of 
Canadian unemployed. Every month sees 
90,000 men absorbed into industry: or 
engaged upon the great works of building 
and road-making which have been taken 
up again after their abandonment in the 
worst days of depression. Canada’s rela- 
tions with the United States in matters of 
commerce also have become more intimate, 
and the prospect of a trade agreement is 
brought nearer by the recent conference at 
Quebec. Her vital interests, however, are

Mrs. McCann's Marvel. 
Yesterday in the Dublin District Court a 
was discharged on the evidence of his wife | 
and children. Their silent plea of dire 
poverty, endured with self-respect and 
courage, must have been effective in any 
court. The mother was neatly dressed and 
her five children were clean and healthy— 
on an income of 7s. 6d. a week, from which 
ós. is Subtracted for rent. Mrs. Clarke, of 
the National Society for’the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Children, told the Court that 
the family’s single room was spotlessly 
clean—‘‘ a wonderfully pleasant place.”’ 
Formerly their allowance as poor relief was 
17s. 6d., but it had been reduced to 7s. 6d. ; 
and the weekly miracle which sustains five 
healthy children results from “ the efforts 
of the parents and the goodness of their 
neighbours.” The Magistrate, Mr. Little, 
expressed a hope (which we endorse) that 
the Guardians would restore the family 
income to 17s. 6d. a week, and said that 
the mother’s achievement ‘‘ was a marvel 
which could be witnessed only in a 
Christian country.” Perhaps, he is right, 
although, in another Court yesterday, a 
Judge complained that Christian Dublin 
was ‘infested’ with gangs of juvenile 
house-breakers. 
any rate, that Mrs. McCann’s marvel could 
not happen in a really civilised country— 
because no really civilised country would 
allow a brave family of seven to exist on 
7s. 6d. a week, and, out of that pittance, 
to pay ós. for a single room. All civilised 
countries may not be Christian, but in all 
of them the State makes some sort of pro- 
vision that no decent citizen shall starve. 
In Christian Dublin to-day thousands of 
decent citizens are unemployed, many: are 
starving, taxation is-unduly high and the 
resources of charity are nearing exhaus- 
tion, because the Free State Government 
has chosen to break pledges of honour and 
to force a quarrel upon England. It is such 
a marvel of folly and unfaith as the world 
can witness only in Christian Ireland.

A correspondent. writes:—In view of Sir 
Charles Kingsiord-Smith’s flight to Australia 
under eight days, the following extracts from 
correspondence in my possession of a journey 
to Australia in 1837 may be of interest :— 

Suip Canton, Gravesend, '“. 
| 13 Dec., 18377 
We sailed from London on the 12th and 
are now lying here for a day or two. 
: The ‘Canton, 
Lying on the Downs 
. opposite Deal, 

ore 23 Dec., 1837. 

We are making very slow progress, having 
been since ‘the Toth coming here. 

We just lay at Gravesend 2 days and then 
got as far as the Goodwins, where we re- 
mained a day, then proceeded 
Margate for 3 days. We arrived here on 
Monday and are still waiting for a favourable 
wind. ' 

The captain considera it useless to be beat- 
ing about the Channel without being able to 
get out. 

We have had very strong weather one 
night in particular. We were in most 
iminent danger, the wind being so dreadfully 
high that we tore the anchor up and drifted 
about a mile before anyone perceived it and 
were within a few hundred yards of striking

reached St. Tago, one of the Uape Verde 
islands, on the 22nd of that month. We 
remained 2 days and took on water and 
fruit, ete. 

We had beautiful weather till we reached 
the Equator, and in those latitudes we had 
some dreadful heavy rains and lightening ; but 
at Rio Janeiro we enjoyed delightful weather 
till we reached the Cape (Horn), where again 
we were assailed by heavy rain and forked 
lightening, so frequent at the Cape and con- 
sidered so dangerous by mariners. 

We did not stop here, but at Tristan de 
Sundha, a small island about three degrees 
south, for a day to take on sheep, potatoes 
and water. It is almost uninhabited. It 
produces no fruit whatever. As we unfurled 
our sails to leave we were again assailed by 
a furious gale which blew so fiercely that it 
was with the utmost difficulty we were able 
to keep our frail bark from dashing against 
the rocks which for most part surround the 
land. However, by the merciful interposition 
of Providence the wind veered a little and 
blew rather off the land, and thereby enabled 
us to steer away in perfect safety, the vessel 
not having suffered. 

We had pleasant, though very cold, 
weather till we reached the 125 degree of 
longitude 

As we passed the islands of St. Paul’s and 
Amsterdam we suffered heavy seas, having 
then lost our flying gib and our “ fore top 
gallant mast.” 

We passed Kangaroo Island on 30th April; 
ran up the Gulf of St. Vincent, and anchored 
in Holdfast Bay at Glenelg on the Ist of 
May, ending our interesting voyage.’’ 
Kingsford-Smith could have made twenty 
journeys in the same time!

THE MALAHIDE WATER SUPPLY. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE TRISH TIMES. 
Sin,—The article by your Special Corre- 

sponlent on the subject of the Malahide 
water supply, published in your issue of the 
10th October, was unduly optimistic in its 
tone. It leads ccnsume"s to imagine ‘hat 
prodigality in the use of water is now 
justified, whereas strict e: uomy and pre- 
vention of waste are still essential to conserve 
the present very limited supply. A full 
understanding of the situation may help to 
effect. this. | 
The original supply to Malahide was from 
springs situated at, Killeek, a reservoir being 
buils to impound surplus water during the 
winter months, which would be a reserve 
should the springs fail ip dry seasons. ‘I'he 
addition of Swords and Portmarnock areas 
to the system, coupled with the rapid increase 
of population, has raised the demand for 
water to such an extent that the system has 
become completely overloaded in recent years, 
The inevitable result has followed, and, after 
repeated scares during the last eighteen 
months, the system finally and completely 
failed at the beginning of September, beth 
springs and reservoir being dried up. This 
happened notwithstanding the fact that the 
reserve had been augmented by water 
pumped in from the Ward River. 
A spring was found at Gaybrook, Mala- 
hide, and a temporary pumping plant was 
erected by the local authority. A very 
limited supply has been available since, not 
sufficient for the minimum domestic purposes 
in houses situated in the higher parts of the 
town, and barely so for those on the lower 
levels. The water in the well at Gaybrook 
and in the surrounding sand quarry has fallen 
about three feet since pumping operations 
commenced, and, as this is about half the 
depth of the well, it is reasopable to assume 
that halt the supply from this source has 
been exhausted. ven should a plentiful 
rain-fali take place immediately, it will 
probably be some time before the springs re- 
act. It will be seen that the position here 
is still serious. 

_The newly constructed filter beds at Mala- 

hide are not in use at present—presumably 

because the pamping plant at Gaybrook is not 
om Í powerful to raise the water to 
them. The erection of a permanent pumping 
station at Gaybrook is likely to be a valuable 
addition to the sources of supply. It does 
not, however, provide a reserve, and the 
uestion of the quantity of water needed for

The course of the disarmament conver- 
‘sations at Geneva is watched with keen 
interest in diplomatic  circles—particu- 
larly as it is understood that the Confer- 
ence will be presented at its meeting with 
a convention reed upon by Britain, 
France and the United States. There is a 
suggestion that it will be presented to 
| Germany for simple adoption or rejection. 
Such a move probably would result in the 
withdrawal of Germany from the Confer- 
ence, and, quite conceivably, from all 
other proceedings at Geneva. The conven- 
tion is said to be based upon an agree- 
ment made in Paris between M. Daladier, 
M. Paul-Bonceur, Mr. Eden and Mr. 
Norman Davis. and its main provision is 
a’ proposal for gradual disarmament by 
stages, and for a probationary period of 
four years. In the course of a second 
period of four years there would be a 
reduction of French war materials and 
military strength, and Germany, if no 
illicit armaments were discovered during 
ithe first probationary period, would be 
| permitted to strengthen her services to an 
agreed extent. In,this connection it is 
understood that Sir John Simon is 
anxious to reduce the probationary 
periods from four years to two, but, in 
any event, no re-arming by Germany 
would be permitted until the first pro- 
bationary period was over. 


Unemployment Insurance. . | 


The intimation by Sir Henry Better 
ton, the Minister of Labour, that tlie 
Government does not intend to reduce 
the number of weeks during which un- 
employment benefit may be drawn will 
be welcomed in many of the consti- 
tuencies where the suggestion has been 
exploited extensively by Labour ex- 
tremists for purposes of propaganda. It 
is possible that the delay in the preduc- 
tion of the Government’s new unemploy- 
ment insurance scheme has been respon- 
sible for the stories in circulation, and 
the sooner the bill is introduced and pub- 
lished the more welcome it will be. It 
is understood that the new plan will en- 
deavour to place unemployment insur- 
ance on a self-supporting basis, while one 
of the most important innovations wil! 
be that the unemployed will be dealt 
with in future by a body set up for the 
purpose, and not by a committee of public 
assistance. The measure, which will 
occupy much of the first part of the new 
session, is now being considered by tlie 
Cabinet. 


Mr. Charchill on India. 


Mr. Winston Churchil] appears to have 
changed his mind about the Joint Select 
Committee on India, and he will give 
evidence before it as a witness on October 
23rd, or possibly at an earlier date. His 
appearance will be of interest to many 
who would: like to know his exact views 
on the White Paper proposals. Mr. 
Churchill and his friends for some time 
past have refused to take part in any of 
the proceedings after their rejection of an 
invitation to join the body. The Com- 
mittee is unlikely to finish its work for 
several months to come, and its report 
may not be available before the spring. 
That the Committee will be unable to 
present a unanimous report may be judged 
from the attitude assumed by some of its 
members towards the witnesses. 


The Premier’s Birthday. 


The Prime Minister celebrated his 
sixty-seventh birthday to-day, and many 
messages of congratulation were received 
at No. 10 Downing street, where he is in 
residence. Mr. Macdonald is the oldest 
Prime Minister to be in office since Sir 
Henry Campbell-Bannerman, who was 
sixty-nine when he became Prime Ministe~ 
in 1905. Mr. Asquith, at the close of his 
eight and a half years of Premiership, was 
sixty-four, and Mr. Lloyd George had been 
Prime Minister for six years when he was 
fifty-nine. Mr. Bonar Law was sixty-four 
when he was Premier, and Mr. Baldwin 
is Mr. Macdonald’s junior by a year. 


Work for the North. 


In the statistics on unemployment 
issued recently it is noticeable that the 
improvement is more marked in the South 
of England than in the North. This was 
true of the last return, but reports now 
received from the North point to increase«l 
employment in several industrial areas. 
The most striking report is that from an 
engineering centre in Yorkshire, where the 
trade union branch records an improve- 
ment of 35 per cent. in two weeks. The 
centres of activity appear to extend from 
the Midlands to Scotland, and, though the 
improvement is most marked in the textile 
machinery trade, several other industries 
are busier than for some time past. 


An Irishman on Japan. 


Professor Timothy Conroy, whose book, 
“The Menace of Japan,” will be pub- 
lished at the end of the week, is an Irish- 
man, who has been Professor of English at 
the Keio University of Tokio, and is 
married to a Japanese lady of high rank. 
The professor predicts that Asia will be 
overrun by the Japanese, and ascribes the 
bellicose attitude of the J apanese to 
Shintoism, or Emperor-worship. The book 
explodes the Lafcadio-Hearn tradition of 
Japan as a peace-loving country of lotus- 
eaters, and asserts that Japan gradually 
will carry out all her plans for expansion. 
She first will subjugate the East—a pro- 
cess which will be a repetition of her cam- 
paign in Manchuria. The author accuses 
Japan of fomenting trouble in China with 
the view of conquest, and states that 
Japan possesses more armaments to-day 
than any treaty allows her. In his 
opinion, not only are Siam and the Dutch 
East Indies in danger, but there is no 
doubt that designs against Australia, 
China, India, New Zealand and Russia are 
included in Japan’s future plans.

Mr. ESMONDE (U.I., Wexford) said 
he assumed that this bill dealt only with 
the Constitution, and that any retrospec- 
tive legislation would be _ introduced 
separately. 

Mr. DE VALERA said that if any appeal 
were taken before the bill passed they 
would take whatever steps would be neces- 
sary to nullify and reverse the appeal if 
the decision of the Privy Council nullified 
a decision of the Supreme Court. 

Mr. ESMONDE said that it had been 
the practice in the House during the past 
ten years that, when the Privy Council 
endeavoured to give advice, that the Dail 
should take action by legislation, affirming 
or declaring the law as being in accord- 
ance with the decision of the Supreme 
Court. There had been a case recently in 
which the Privy Council had given per- 
mission to appeal against the decision of 
the Supreme Court, and unless legislation 
was introduced immediately it was quite 
possible that the Privy Council might 
decide the matter and give advice before 
the Dail had time to take legislative 
action, particularly in view of the Presi- 
dent’s announcement that the House was 
going to adjourn for a month. 


“TRRESPONSIBLE.” 


He had noticed that the Privy Council, 
with regard te this country, had adopted 
a very mischievous attitude during the 
last ten years. He would.not be surprised 
if they took action forestalling any action 
by that assembly. He would like the Pre- 
sident to introduce legislation immediately 
in order that they should not have to 
introduce retrospective legislation. The 
Privy Council in the past had acted as 
yevards this country m a very irrespon- 
sible manner. It had been aided and 
abetted by a few politicians, both in the 
Oireachtas and in the House of Commons. 
The effective powers of the Privy Council 
to interfere in this matter had long ago 
ceasedg and to a certain extent the bill 
was an attempt on the part of the present 
Government to take credit for the work 


done by the late Kevin O’ Higgins. There |

“YT am directed by the Minister tor 
Local Government and Public Health to 
meres his grave concern at the lament- 
able state cf the rate collection apparent 
from returns showing the position at the 
close of the half-year ended 30th ultimo. 
At this period, granted efficient collection, 
the proportion of the entire year’s collec- 
tion lodged should have amounted to one- 
half, but in no county has one-third been 
reached, and the general position is that 
less than one-eighth of the rates have been 
collected. »This position is disereditable 
alike to county councils, their collectors, 
and the ratepayers themselves. Economic 
conditions were difficult last year, when 
the proportion collected at this stage 
amounted to one-fifth. In the preceding 
year the proportion was one-fourth, while 
the year before showed a collection of over 
one-third. The ‘retrogression disclosed 
cannot but reflect on all, parties con- 
cerned. 

‘““ County councils are not merely spend- 
ing bodies; the main soufce of their 
income is from’ rates, and their most im- 
‘portant duty is to see that the rates 
necessarily levied are promptly collected. 
The published reports of the ‘proceedings 
at meetings of many county councils show 
that many councillors appear from their 
public utterances more disposed to excuse 
ratepayers in default than to stress their 
obligations to meet their civic debts. 
Utterances of this character are quite in- 
consistent with the functions for which 
councillors are elected; they discourage 
ratepayers and rate collectors. The 
Minister wishes to emphasise that it is the 
duty of each. and every county councillor. 
both by personal example in prompt pay- 
ment and by direct encouragement to rate- 
payers, to assist in the early collection of 
rates. 

‘The position of county secretaries in 
this matter is that they are the respon- 
sible executive officers of. the various 
councils, and as such are responsible to 
see that the rates are properly collected, 
and that; the rate collectors properly per- 
form their duties. In this portion of 
their duties neither county secretaries nor 
rate collectors can be lawfully interfered 
with by councils. Should councils or 
councillors purport to instruct their 
officers to refrain from taking all due 
steps to secure prompt payment of rates, 
county secretaries are. obliged under 
Section 61 of the Local Government Act, 
1925, to warn the meeting that the 
councillors in question may be held re- 
sponsible at audit for any subsequent loss. 
‘Each county council should thoroughly 
examine the rating position, and take all 
steps necessary to bring about an im- 
provement. Qn the one hand, they 
should issue public notices to ratepayers, 
calling for the immediate payment of 
rates, and pointing out the serious con- 
sequences that would be entailed by cur- 
tailment of civic services should this be- 
come necessary by lack of financial ac- 
commodation. On the other hand, they 
should examine scrupulously the manner 
in which their officers are attending to 
the collection. The collectors should be 
required to show when all demand notes 
were issued, how long after they re- 
ceived their warrants, and what subse- 
quent Steps they have taken to collect the 
rates. Delay in the issue of demand 
notes should be dealt with by discip- 
linary action. The rate inspectors should 
be called upon to exercise the utmost 
energy in their supervision, and to bring 
to light forthwith, any cases of slackness 
on the part of collectors. The inspectors 
should report at frequent intervals as to 
the manner in which the collectors are 
proceeding, and showing what supervision 
they themselves are exercising. Particu- 
lars of the number of inquiries made by 
the rate inspectors from ratepayers ap- 
pearing in arrears should be given, and 
whether as the result of such inquiries 
the inspectors are satisfied or not with 
the work of the collectors.’’

A LOCAL DUTY. 


In a leading article The Times observes 
to-day:—The Government’s plan of pro- 
vision for the able-bodied unemployed, 
who are not receiving insurance benefit, 
must rest on decisions of large social signi- 
ficance. The plan must define a relation 
between the unemployed workman without 
adequate means of subsistence and the 
community, and it will re-determine the 
functions of local authorities and of the 
Central Government in respect of assist- 
ance from public funds. The insurance 
scheme will continue in principle as it is 
now, but with certain alterations to ensure 
its solvency. The Government’s more 
difficult task is to make just provision for 
those who have exhausted, or have never 
had, insurance rights. 

Although the Government have accepted 
responsibility, both administrative and 
financial, for assisting all the able-bodied 
unemployed who need assistance, the ex- 
tent of this responsibility has not been 
made known, adds 7'):e Times. “ir Hilton 
Young followed his announcement of the 
Government’s intention by the comment 
that it would be grave misgovernment to 
propose one pound of national expenditure 
more than was necessary to relieve exces- 
sive local burdens. This in an in- 
dication that the Government’ do 
not intend to take over charges which 
local authorities are at least as well able 
as the Treasury to bear, and that, there- 
fore, the entire financial responsibility will 
not be undertaken by the Government. 
The abnormal circumstances of the 
depressed areas should not be allowed to 
determine the plan of relief for the whole 
country. It is inevitable that the Exchequer 
should bear a large part of the cost, aud 
it follows that a power of direction in the 
national interest must reside in the central 
authority. General oversight and direction 
by a State department is not, however, in- 
consistent with, but should be complemen- 
tary to, a loca] administration. In fact, 
a co-operation of this sort between the 
central authority and the local authorities 
offers the highest assurance of equitable 
administration, because it would be flexible 
and not rigid, and also because unem- 
ployment relief does not stand isolated as 
a means of lightening the poverty of the 
unemployed. os oe

The first sensation took place when the 
deputies, having ey AIT of some half- 
dozen measures with lightning speed, 
showed every intention of doing the same 
by Constitution Amendment Bill No. 2, 
which abolishes the right of appeal to the 
Privy Council. Everyone appeared to be 
in agreement on it, the only criticism 
coming from Mr. Esmonde, who wan 
to extend its scope. The Committee stage 
was just on the point of passing when 
Mr. Thrift stood up, a solitary objector. 

For his part, he said, he had no pre- 
dilection for the bill, and he was not 
afraid to say so. This was one of the 
concessions which had been made to the 
British Government. when the Treaty was 
signed, and when such concessions had been 
made it was not honest to remove them 
simply because they were not liked. He 
reminded the House that this proviso had 
been part of a bond with their own 
nationals, and one .which had secured 
acquiescence to the Treaty from a large’ 
section of Irishmen who might otherwise 
have had cause for uneasiness, Lack of 
that acquiescence might have meant no 
Treaty: at all, 

Attempts had been made to whittle away 
these inconvenient concessions, and he 
opposed them because. they were the 
breach of a bargain. What was more, 
every action of that kind removed their 
ideal a little further-—it was not a good. 
way of getting an United Ireland by 
consent of the citizens. ‘‘ If you do this,’’ 
he asked, ‘‘ what chance will you have in 
the future of making a bargain with those 
who disagree with you?”’ 


MR. DE VALERA’S REPLY. 

Mr. Thrift speaks so seldom that his 
forceful speech came rather as a surprise. 
President de Valera, in his reply, denied 
that there ever had been any bond (“‘ as 
far as Fianna Fail are concerned ”'), and 
disposed of the member for Dublin Univer- 
sity by reminding him that he was acting 
in accordance with the will of the people. 
‘‘ Tf any bargains stand in the way of the 
sovereignty of the people,” he concluded, 
‘those bargains will have to go.” This 
somewhat remarkable 
Government policy went without comment. 

After this matter had been disposed of 
(Mr. Thrift, while not challenging a divi- 
sion, refused to be taken as agreeing to 
the measure), the business of the Dail had 
been finished. The Speaker, indeed, had 
got as far as saying, ‘‘ The House adjourns 
until ” when Mr. O'Sullivan re- 
minded him that the motion had to be 
proposed. That meant another four hours 
of discussion, and deputies who had been 
congratulating themselves on a speedy 
adjournment found their hopes dashed to 
the ground. 

The best thing about motions on the 
adjournment is that they afford a chance 
of criticisms on general policy, and their 
worst feature is that they give such scope 
for irrelevancies. There was much valuable 
matter in the debate which followed, but 
there is no denying that it furnished in- 
numerable red. herrings, which were 
pursued with enthusiasm by both sides. 
All the skeletons (to change the metaphor) 
were dragged from: their cupboards, and 
dangled before the reluctant eyes of their 
owners. 


WHAT IS PROVOCATION ? 


Thus we listened to long discussions on 
John Brown’s cows, the Waterford farmers 
and the colour of people’s shirts, and the 
debate seldom managed to keep to the 
point—which was that the Opposition dis- 
approved of the adjournment. The Tralee 
disturbances were more relevant, several 
deputies holding that it was unfair to 
dissolve the House while such disorders 
existed, especially as the Government 
seemed reluctant to put a stép to them. 
Mr. O’Sullivan charged the Government 
with ferreting out non-existent conspiracies 
while disregarding the real ones, an atti- 
tude which was shared by most of the other 
speakers. It was he, too, who crystallised 
the Fianna Fail attitude towards ‘‘ pro- 
vocation.’’ ‘* The very existence of political 
opponents,”’ he said, “is taken to be 
provocation.”’ 

When Mr. MacDermot had defended the 
wearing of blue shirts, and had said that 
ic would be almost worth while to have a 
republic in order to teach people the folly 
of it, the discussion turned to the Mulcahy 
incident. Mr. FitzGerald-Kenney said 
that the President had definitely refused 
to honour his word to Mr. Mulcahy in the 
matter of setting up a tribunal, and 
accused him of shielding the man who had 
supplied him with the false statement. 
Mr. Desmond Fitzgerald had some more 
to say on the subject, but Mr. de Valera’s 
concluding statement, while admitting the 
falsity of the charge, gave no indication 
that the matter would be pursued any 
further. As regards the Blue Shirts and 
the I.R.A. men, the only solution he sug- 
gested was to get the sane people of the 
country to knock their heads together.

PRINCE GEORGE’S 
| TRIBUTE, 


Prince George, who was accompanied by 
King Alfonso, opened the Motor Show at 
Olympia yesterday. 

In the course of his opening speech, 
Prince George said that the motor industry 
had been one of the most notable of all 
British industries in overcoming the diffi- 
culties with which for the last four years 
the trade of this country and the world 
had been faced. ‘‘It is, I think,” said 
the Prince, ‘already well recognised that 
the British motor industry has achieved 
a wonderful recovery, not only in the 
market at home, but in a continuously 
expanding degree in those overseas, so that 
its production in the last twelve months 
has increased by as much as 27 per cent. 
as regards the home trade and by. the 
wonderful figure of 68 per cent. in its 
export trade.” 

The motor trade, he added, had done its 
share in the reduction of unemployment, 
which, although still great, was now a 
diminishing quantity. In the short time 
he had had in examining the exhibits, he 
had realised that the motor industry was 
well organised to attack its peculiar 
problems. In declaring the exhibition 
onen he congratulated the industry on the 
effort it demonstrated, and said that he 
felt sure that it would be even better sup- 
ported by the public than in previous 
years. |

“ We are one and all anxious to do what 
lies in our power to improve conditions in 
our country, to bring back trade and 
decrease unemployment, and banish the 
depression which has brought so much 
suffering in its train,” he said. 

“ Every Government is judged, and 
must be judged, by its success or failure 
to give effect to these objects, and I, for 
my part, ask for nothing better than that 
the National Government should be judged 
by that test.” 

Our export trade, he said, has held its 
own at a time when the trade of other 
‘countries has been falling heavily. The 
balance of trade against this country was 
reduced last year by no less than 
£120,000,000. In two years new factories 
have been established by, or with the 
assistance of, foreign concerns, all of them 
giving increased employment to our 
“labour. 

From the moment thé National Govern- 
ment took office the. steady increase in 
unemployment was checked, and, although 
there was a small rise in the figures dur- 
ing our first year of office, we can point 
to the fact that approximately 700,000 
additional persons have been brought into 
employment in the last year. | 

Perhaps, the most encouraging feature 
in this steady trade revival is that the fall 
in unemployment has’ been most notice- 
able in the case of our great staple 
industries. -In the iron and steel trade 
one out of every three of the unemployed 
have obtained work since January. In 
general engineering one man out of four 
has obtained work. In the woollen in- 
dustry employment has been increased by 
half, and the same is true of the hosiery 
trade. 

In the coal industry there are 46,000 
more miners at work than there were nine 
months ‘ago. Our trade is slowly and 
steadily improving. 


FARMING INDUSTRY. 


Turning to the position of farming, he 
said that two years ago the farming 
industry was confronted with the blackest 
depression it has ever known. If that state 
of affairs had been allowed to continue, and 
no steps taken to prevent the importation 
of foreign goods, I do not think it is any 
exaggeration to say that that great industry 
would have been ruined to-day. As it is, 
there is probably not a farmer in the 
country who does not look forward to the 
future with greater confidence than he has 
enjoyed for years. 

I do not claim that we have surmounted 
all the difficulties, or that we have suc- 
ceeded in restoring agriculture to a state 
of complete prosperity, but the policy 
which we have pursued has already borne 
rich fruit in many directions, and, as it 
develops, will, I am confident, establish 
this great industry on a firm and secure 
basis. i 

Referring to the position oí live stock 
farming, Mr. Baldwin said that if further 
regulation. of imports was necessary In 
order to protect live stock farmers’ liveli- 
hood, the Government would not hesitate. 

Trade, finance, agriculture—in all these 
directions we can safely claim, very largely 
as a result of the introduction & tariffs, 
that there has been a great improvement in 
our country’s situation, which will increase 
as time advances, provided that there is 
no interruption in the policy on which we 
have embarked. 


DIFFICULTIES AHEAD. 


There are, however, many difficulties in 
the problems that lie before us. There is 
the problem of disarmament. We have 
cut down our armaments to the utmost 
limits compatible with national security, 
and it is the British scheme which forms 
the basis of the discussions at Geneva 
to-day. We can go no further on the road 
of one-sided disarmament, because the 
security of our Empire is one of the great 
bulwarks of world peace to-day, but we 
will not relax our efforts to bring other 
nations into line. 

If our policy of protection now were to 
be abandoned, the whole basis of our 
present industrial recovery would be 
shattered. " 

There is one more serious menace than 
that confronting the country. At the 
Socialist Party Conference you have seen 
that that party is turning more and more 
in the direction of extremism, and is 
advocating policies which would not only 
wreck our constitutional system, but 
undermine the fabric on which our indus- 
trial prosperity is slowly, but surely, 
being rebuilt. | 
; If such policies were to be put into 
operation, all the work which has been 
accomplished during these last two stern 
years would be brought to nought, and the 
state of this country within a very short 
time reduced to a far worse condition than 
that from which it was rescued two years 
ago at the cost of so much hardship and 
self-sacrifice. 7 

I appeal to all who have the interests 
of our country at heart to hesitate long 
before they return to party strife or put 
their faith in policies of which class-war 
is the very essence.

Later in the day a fifth vessel, the Ard- 
more, arrived in port. Delegates from the 
union visited the crew, who agreed to take 
strike action. _ The officers, however, 
pointed out that the regulation notice had 
not been given. This was then served, 
and the crew remained on duty to take 
their boat to Liverpool. This vessel had 
been diverted from Cork. 

The vessels involved are engaged in the 
Liverpool trade. According to the state. 
ment of union officials, the crew of the 
Lady Louth decided upon strike action 
before they left Dublin on the previous 
night, and on completing their notices 
si: were to have left their ship at Liver- 
pool. 


120 MEN INVOLVED. 


It is estimated that up to the present 
approximately 120 seamen and firemen 
are involved in the stoppage. 

The Lady Wimborne, a British and 
Irish vessel sailing to London, left Dublin 
yesterday as usual. This portion of the 
service was not affected by the strike. 

At the time when the seamen ceased 
work the Lady Wicklow was partly loaded 
with cattle. The work was continued, and 
the vessel sailed as usual shortly after two 
o’clock, manned, it is stated, by a crew 
of officers, who were brought over for this 
purpose in a passenger vessel. 

It is believed that the question of 
alternative crews has been already solved 
by the company. When questioned re- 
garding this matter, Mr. J. Bennett, 
National Uniun 6f Seamen, said that he 
had instructed his members to remain at 
work, but that no decision had been 
reached on the question of supplying men 
to take the place of the men on strike? 
He added that no such request had been 
made to the union by the company. 


DOCKERS AT WORK— 


Efforts were made during the evening to 
reach an understanding with the dockers 
regarding a stoppage. A picket was 
posted af the Lady Meath and another at 
the berth of the passenger vessel at five 
o’clock, but the docker members of the 
Irish Seamen and Port Workers’ Union 
were not called out. The other two unions 
having dockers employed by the British 
and Irish Company were notified that ‘a 
trade dispute was in progress. 

On the request of some of the dockers 
concerned, the picket was withdrawn from 
the berths of the Lady Galway, Lady 
Meath and Lady Leinster at about 7 p.m. 
These boats sailed at their usual times. 

It is understood that, in acceding to this 
request, the union was acting on the 
understanding that the rfembers of the 
Workers’ Union of Ireland would take 
sympathetic action this morning. 

The Lady Patricia arrived from London, 
and berthed on the south side during the 
evening. It is understood that the seamen 
on this vessel will give strike notice to- 
day, thus involving the London service. 


MAY COME OUT. 

At a meeting of dockers which was held 
in the Oriel Hall last night Mr. A. Byrne, 
union delegate, said that the dockers em- 
ployed by the British and Irish Company 
on each side of the river would stop work 
this morning. 

Mr. Joe Ellis, general organiser, said 
that the seamen on the south side also 
would be involved this morning. He asked 
for the assistance of the dockers. He 
claimed that for the past few months the 
seamen on the north side boats had en- 
dured a nine-hour day spread over the full 
twenty-four hours for seven days per week. 
They had done this in the hope that they 
could be relieved of such hardships by 
negotiation, but they found it impossible 
to get satisfaction in this way. He claimed, 
in addition, that they could close the port 
if they so desired, but added that they 
did not want to do this—they only wanted 
to stop the British and Irish Company. 

The meeting, which was composed 
mostly of south side dockers, unanimously 
decided on a stoppage in the morning. 
The men further decided to form a mass 
picket shortly before 8 a.m., and to patrol 
the south docks at the British and Irish 
Company’s sheds. The union officials gave 
the men an assurance that the dockers on 
the north side also would take strike 
action. 

The matters'in dispute are concerned 
with the losses which the seamen state 
they have suffered through the alterations 
in their agreement governing working 
conditions, which came into effect last 
July. These include payment for Sunday 
Sailings, as well as a long spread- 
over “of the nine hours working day. 


COMPANY’S STATEMENT.

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STARHEMBERG AND 
‘DOLLFUSS UNITE. 


QUESTION OF MONARCHY 
ESTORATION. 
From REUTER $ CORRESPONDENT. 
VIENNA, Thursday. 


E was announced this morning that the 
whole of the Austrian Heimwehr, under 
its leader, Prince Starhémberg, is Joining 
up with Dr. Dollfuss's ‘‘ Patriotic Front.” 

Moreover, the Chancellor has nominated 
Prince Starhemberg as his stéllvertreter, 
or geputy, in the front, a position which 
does not involve Government office, but in 
which he will certainly exercise very con- 
siderable influence. 

The decision is of the greatest import- 
ance to Austria as a whole; for it definitely 
puts an end to the equivocal Dollfuss- 
Starhemberg situation, and creates a 
powerful triumvirate (Dr. Dollfuss, Prince 
Starhemberg, and Major Fey, the Vice- 
Chancellor) to counter the inroads - of 
National Socialism in Austria. 

The Socialists are naturally alarmed by 
the development. In view of the utterances 
of Prince Starhemberg since his return 
from Italy,/this means that the Govern- 
ment is going in for 100 per cent. Fascist, 
declared their spokesman to-day, and he 
added that it was a further aggravation 
of the situation and likely to bring it to a 
head. 
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“COMPLETEST 
AGREEMENT.” 

At the Heimwehr headquarters it was 
stated that the Heimwehr would retain its 
identity within the Patriotic Front. Prince 
Starhemberg will remain the leader, and 
must be consulted in respect to all 
decisions of the front. 

On the other hand, the Foreign Office 
spokesman said that the fusion meant that 
Dr. Dollfuss had become “ Commander- 
in-Chief ” of everything. 

Reuter’s Correspondent, in an interview 
with Prince Starhemberg, asked: “Will 
your nomination as deputy to the Chan- 
cellor involve a Fascist régime in 
Austria 7” 

To this the Prince replied: ‘ The 
nomination of Prince Starhemberg, as 
deputy to the Chancellor in the leadership 
of the Patriotic Front, means that between 
the Fascist ideas of the Heimwehr and of 
its leaders and the ideas of the Chancellor 
over the future régime in Austria the 
completest agreement exists, and it in- 
volves naturally a further step towards 
realisation of the Fascist State form in 
Austria.”’ 


OTTO’S ROMANCE “OUT OF 
QUESTION.” 


Rumours of the impending betrothal 
'of the Archduke Otto of Habsburg and 


| Princess Maria, the youngest daughter of 


the King of Italy, are discredited at 
Viareggio. | 

The rumours were used to give point to 
the thesis that Otto was to be restored to 
the throne of Austria in order to end the 
Nazi menace in that country. Monarchists 
are working to that end. 

I¢ is pointed out that such a match is 
quite out of the question while the Arch- 
duke Otto holds his present view upon the 
Tyrol—namely, that ‘‘ the South Tyrol 
must be returned to Austria.’’ In a letter 
recently, it is recalled, the Archduke Otto, 
after referring to the restoration of the 
Habsburgs and the possible union of 
Austria and Hungary under his sceptre, 
declared that Austria must have the South 
Tyrol, as ‘‘the Habsburgs could never 
accept the Brenner as the boundary.” 

This letter caused pained surprise in 
Italy, where the Archduke has always 
been cordially received. 

Meanwhile no importance is at present 
attached to the movements of the ex- 
Empress Zita, who is staying with some 
of the members of her family at her 
brother’s villa at Pianoro, since she fre- 
quently travels in Italy.

POWERS’ RESOLUTION TO

The disarmament situation to-night is 
very confused and very unpromising ; 
indeed, it is difficult to see how a solution 
ean be found in any way before next 
Monday. 

It is learnt from a trustworthy source 
that the British, French, and Americans 
have agreed to draw up a resolution based 
upon the Paris conversations, to be sub- 
mitted to the General Commission on 
Monday as a basis of procedure. 

This was to reaffirm that there should 
be disarmament by all States, contro] of 
armaments, and no re-armament. . 

It was to have undergone a preliminary 
““baptism of fire’’ on Saturday at the 
meeting of the Bureau. “This resolution 
would have had the effect of bringing the 
discussion to a head at the outset, because 
Germany would have had either to agree 
to it or to reject it. 
Mr. Norman Davis, however, took .the 
line that it would be preferable to get 
Germany io adhere to the resolution 
before it was presented to the Bureau. - It 
has, therefore, been handed to Herr 
Nadolny, who has asked Berlin for in. 
structions. These are expected to-murrow.

HOWTH.

APPEAL TO CONSUMERS. 


When Mr. P. J. Meghen, Commissioner, 
sat yesterday to transact the business of the 
Howth Urban Council, the Clerk (Mr. Hig- 
ginbotham) reported that the shortage of the 
water supply in the district still continued, 
and the beg supply had to be rationed. 
The number of consumers had so increased 
that the old water supply was quite in- 
adequate. Raheny and Killester consumed a 
large proportion of the water passing through 
Killester meter, and until the meter was: re- 
moved to the urban boundary the actual con- 
sumption per head could not be obtained 
with any certainty. It was obvious, however, 
that sufficient water could not be provided 
from the Vartry mains for an increased popu- 
lation. A new and larger main from Dublin 
even if the Corporation could spare the water, 
would cost about £16,000. 

The Commissioner decided to request the 
removal of the meter to the urban boundary, 
and he appealed to ratepayers generally to be 
extremely economical in the use of water until 
the present difficult situation was over. He 
made an order allowing extra remuneration 
to the water inspectors. 

A letter was received from the Department 
of Local Government and Public Health stat- 
ing that £7,000 had been transferred to the 
credit of the Council, being the first instal- 
ment of £12,500 sanctioned for the erection 
of houses. Sanction was also given to the 
acceptance of Mr. William Lacey’s tender of 
£2,000 for the sewer extension at Claremont 
and Connor’s field. 

The Commissioner directed that the con- 
tract be completed and the work put in hand 
as soon as possible. 

Three further applications for loans under 
the Small Dwellings Acts were sanctioned, 
and three other applications approved by the 
Commissioner, who made an order that all 
necessary documents be sent to the Minister.

Thomas Cleary stated that on that night he 
went to his sister’s house, which was near 
Oxford terrace. Her husband had died that 
day, and when he came out he felt very de- 
pressed. Because of that he took the car, 
drove to Coolock, and had one bottle of 
stout. There he met his friend, Wilton, and 
took him for a run. When stopped by the 
detectives he was on his way to a garage to 
get petrol to leave the car where he got it. 

Judge Shannon, in his address to the jury, 
stated that the unauthorised taking of motor 
ars was too common, and he regarded the 
offence as very serious. It was a shocking 
thing that private property should be inter. 
fered with in this audacious and impudent 
manner. In the present condition of the law 
the State had to prove that the car was 
taken fraudulently and with the intention of 
permanently depriving the owner of it. He 
was, however, happy to know that there 
would shortly be in operation a Statute. 


specially designed to meet this not 
uncommon case. There had been many 
instances in which people had stated 


that they ‘‘ borrowed ” the cars for a joy- 
ride, and, being either incompétent or having 
rendered themselves incompetent, caused 
terrible injuries to persons using the high- 
way and even the footpaths, and did great 
damage to property. 

In this instance the jury might find the 
prisoner Cleary had no intention of stealing 
the car. but there was no defence to the 
charge of stealing the petrol. In appropriate 
cases he (the judge) would have no hesita- 
tion in sending peoxle to jail for stealin 
petrol, not because of the value of the sical 
but because of the danger to the community 
involved in the circumstances in which it was 
stolen. 

The operation of the new Act would tend 
to stop this class of offence, and when it 
came into operation it would be rigidly 
énforced by the judge sitting there. 

The jury found Wilton “ not guilty ” on 
both charges, and he was discharged, Cleary 
was found “not guilty’’ on the charge of 
stealing the motor car, but “guilty ” of 
stealing about one gallon of petrol.

may watch the puffins, razorbills and guille- 
mots here under perfect co ns. The birds 


fly to and fro between the cliffs and sea in 
hundreds, cloads of them, like giant gnats, 
wheeling and twisting in a seeming maze. If, 
however, one singles out a bird with one’s 
eves and follows its course it will be seen 
that each one flies with purpose and direct. 
Iu alights on the water and paddles see! for 
a few moments with its webbed feet. ‘Then, 
suddenly, it dives and goes below, coated in 
a sheath of silvery air bubbles. i 

One may follow its movementa clearly 
as it makes its way down into the depths, 
and it is then that one really sees what 
swimming means, for these birds do not 
swim by means of their feet, but by their 
wings. Quite litecally they fly under water. 
Their speed and evolutions are amazing as 
they twist and turn in chase of the small 
fish and sand-eels or which they prey. 

They begin to arrive off the island about 
the end of April, and by the middle of May 
egg-laying begins Of the three species 
mentioned the puffin’ is, perhaps, the 
quaintest aud most interesting. He can stand 
up on his toes, and both run and walk well, 
and for this reason has a less restricted 
choice of nesting sites than the other two 
species, s 


He digs a burrow in the turf, making a 
tunnel otten several feet long, and the slopes 
of the island are undermined over a consider- 
able area by the activities of the birds. 
Often if a rabbit burrow is convenient a 
puffin will use that, and the rabbits will 
leave. There is no compulsion necessary. 
Bunny does not argue with puffins; he leaves 
by another entrance and does not come back. 

The razorbill and guillemot are unable to 
stand up on their toes, and shuffle along 
awkwardly on the full length of the tarsus. 
If one be caught and carried some way from 
the cliff and put down on level ground it is 
unable to rise on the wing and flutters help- 
lessly about in its endeavours to get back to 
the cliff edge. Once there, it simply opens 
its wings and falls off into space. This 
difficulty explains why both species confine 
themselves to narrow áes and craunies ot 
the cliffs for-egg-laying. 

All three species lay only one egg, and i! 
that should hatch successfully they are satis. 
fied for the year. Guillemots, however, 
owing to the exposed places on which they 
deposit their eggs, suffer numerous losses and 
often have to lay two or three eggs before 
success attends the effort. Gulls steal hun- 
dreds, neighbours kick hundreds,more over 
the edge. 

No bird even approaches the guillemot for 
variety in egg colouring, An individual wil 
produce the same type of egg regularly each 
year, but no two birds produce eggs alike. 
They may be any colour—white, cream, 
brown, claret, red, or any shade of blue or 
green, and marked with spots, scribbles, or 
blotches in one or more different colours. 
The variation seems endless. 

It was often said by professional collectors 
that they found certain rare types of eggs in 
the same spots year after year, and Puffin 
Island presented an opportunity to ,test this 
statement. I began by making maps of certain 
ledges which were not overcrowded by the 
birds, and, choosing | certain uncommonly 
coloured and distinctive types of eggs. I care- 
fully marked their positions on my maps. 
Then I took the eggs for reference purposes. 
Within a month all the eggs I had taken 
were replaced by similar eggs, and in each 
case within a few inches of the same spots J 
had marked. The following season I watched 
the same ledges. A large proportion of the 
types I had taken were again replaced, and 
in every case within a few inches of the 
marked spots. ‘This series of observations 1 
continued over six full seasons, and at the 
end of that time I was still finding nearly 
forty per cent. of the types replaced. This 
year I have three eggs on my record which 
have been reproduced in type at the same 
spots for ten years. 

Other observations on birds with certain 
physical peculiarities only servé to uphold the 
same conclusion. I have a ring-eyed specimen 
which returns every year to the same place, 
and another with a malformed right foot. All 
prove clearly that the majority of these birds 
return annually, not only to the same station, 
but actually to the same part of the same 
ledge, with the regularity of a swallow or a 
house martin to a barn. 

These sea birds have a fascination of their 
own, and one never tires of watching them. 
A puffin comes ashore with a beak full of 
small and lively fish. How does he. hold the 
first one whilst catching the second, and so 
on? Again, how does a guillemot know her 
own egg from amongst the hundreds of others 
‘ying around? Unless she has an eye for 
colour it is difficult to explain on the more 
crowded ledges,’ where they lie higgledy- 
piggledy all over the place and are frequently 
kicked about lM arriving and departing neigh- 
bours. ‘They have all gone now. Their 
srumbling notes and - plaintive whistiings 
hamnted the cliffs all the summer, and now 
there is a brooding silence, broken only by 
the soft sighmgs of the sea or the laughter 
of a herring gull drifting along the air 


currents above the deserted lads.

TITTLE ENTENTE | ROADSIDE MURDER 
WOO BULGARIA. 


IN CO. DOWN. 


STORY OF ATTACK WITH 
A GRAIP. 


A young farmer, Daniel McCann, was killed 
on the roadside at Muninabane, near Dro- 
mara, County Down, yesterday, following an 
attack by a man with a graip. 

It is stated that the graip was plunged 
into McCann’s face and neck. 

Following complaints that several men had 
been attacked, the police hurried to the spot, 
and a man named Andrew Crothers was 
taken into custody. 

An inquest was held last night at which 
details of the occurrence were revealed. 

James Tate, farmer, aged 69, said that he 
was going to a well for water when he saw 
Andy Crothers standing at his own lane with 
2 graip in his hand. “When he saw me coming 
down the rcad.” continued witness, “he got 
me by the muffler, swung me about, and put 
me down. Another man, Edward McKinney, 
came walking along, and Crothers left me 
and attacked him.”’ 


“SHOUTING LIKE A 
MADMAN,” 


Thomas Brannigan who was in a field some 
distance away, said that: he saw two men 
standing on the road. A third man was 
coming down a hill on a bicycle, and one of 
tire other men seemed to knock the cyclist off 
his machine. There were shoats from the 
party, and one of the two men went back 
along the road. The other stayed behind, 
lifted the bicycle, and flung it over the ditch. 
Witness went to see what was wrong, and 
found MeCann lying on his back in the 
garden oft his brother’s house. He was un- 
conscious, and there was blood around his 
throat’ and mouth. His vest, collar and tie 
were bloodstained. Crothers was going down 
the hill shouting like a madman. McCann 
died: ten or fifteen minutes after witness 
arrived on the scene. 

The jurv returned a verdict that deaih was 
due to shock and hemorrhage following 
wounds inflicted by Andrew Crothers. 

A we Court was held subseguently, 
when Crothers was charged with the murder 
of McCann. Crothers refused to leave his 
cell, and the Court was held at the door of 
his cell, Crothers was remanded in custody 
for eight days, and he is to be examined by 
the prison doctor.

Striking 
heredity in shaping human destin 
by the Budapest journal, Pesti Naplo, in an 
article entitled ‘‘ T'winism.”’ 

This, the journal, quoted by Keuter, 
explains, is a ntw branch of medical 
psychology devoted to the study of twins as 
a means of detarmining- ‘he influence of 
heredity on conduct. 

A young German, aged twenty-five, was 
convicted cf burglary. His method had 
‘certain peculiarities. For instance, only-special 
objects were stolen. Similar peculiarities had 
heen noted in a burglary committed in 
another part of the country, the author of 
which had not been traced. It was discovered 
that the convicted man had a twin brother, 
whom he had not seen for many years. This 
man was found and ultimately proved guilty 
of the second crime, 

The article recalls that the Bach twins, 
father and uncle of the great musician, had 
the same abilities, contracted the same ill- 
nesses, and died within three days of each 
other. 

Such examples, it claims, tend to show that 
twins, living in di t environments, 
develop a remarkable similarity of character, 
and are even the object of material 

dents. They are a scientific justification 
ot fatalism. : 

The article concludes: ‘‘ Our ¢haracter is 
born with our hereditary predispositions, and 
our physical ani material ills are determined 
at the day of o- ' birth.”

After landing in a field, which is to be the 
temporary aerodrome, it was found that the 
weather was too rough for instructional fly- 
ing. The aeroplane was then refuelled, and 
Mr. French and his passenger set off tor 
Dublin again, this time favoured by the 
wind. Baldonnel was reached after fifty- 
eight minutes’ flying—an average speed of 
approximately 115 miles per hour. 


LEAGUE TO HELP THE 
GERMAN REFUGEES.

‘ HIGH COMMISSIONER AND 


RELIEF MACHINERY. 


From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
GENEVA, Thursday. 

The League Council to-day adopted the 
proposal to set up a body to dea! with the 
question of German Jewish refugees, to 
appoint a High Commissioner, and to get 
relief machinery into operation as speedily 
as possible. 

The German ‘representative abstained 
from voting. 

‘The proposal is that the High Commis- 
sioner, who, in deference to German 
susceptibilities, is not to report to the 
League, shall be advised by the governing 
body appointed by the League Council and 
responsibie to .the Council. Its members 
will be nominated by “the States and 
private organisations best able to assist 
the refugees, 

The name of Sir Austen Chamberlain 
has been mentioned as a possible choice 
for the High Commissionership, but 
‘present indications are that. an American 
will be selected. “Al” Smith, a former 
Governor of New York, and candidate for 
the Presidency, is mentioned as one of 
three possible American nominees for the 
post. The two others are Mr. Theodore 
and Mr. Nicholas Roosevelt. 

The League Council this afternoon was 
chiefly concerned with minor?ties’ peti- 
tions. The chief of these dealt with the. 
case of the Pole murdered at Potempa in 
August, 1932, whose five assassins were 
first condemned to death and subsequently 
released and treated as popular heroes. 

German explanations in this case were 
accepted.

BEAR-HUNTING 
IN SWITZERLAND. 
TALES THE 
PEASANTS TELL. 


Protected in time, but only just in time, 


chamois now seems sure of surviving in 
Switzerland (writes a correspondent of the 
Manchester Guardian.) Its numbers are 
distinctly on the increase. The bearg have 
gone, but less than seventy years ago there 
were a good many in the Engadine. One 
of the respected old families of the region, 
the Plantas, has bears’ paws as its coat of 
arms. As late as the sixties three or four of 
the animals were being shot every year by 
Engadine hunters. Bruin was then, however, 
becoming steadily scarcer in the Rhaetian 
Alps. He regularly visited the valleys of 
Terzier, Misocco, Ambra, Malleuches, Livrio, 
and Bregaglia, and other wild gorges and 
glens of that sparsely peopled region, where 
the wild cat hunted the marmot and the 
chamois fled the vulture. 

The peasants declared that the bears were 
of three sorts—a big black one, a big, grey 
one and a small brown one. The two former 
sorts were rare, they said. Albinos were 
found occasionally. One shot by Jacob Fil 
was displayed in a iittle museum at Coire 
(Chur); there was another of the albinos in 
a private collection of Bevers. ‘‘ Grandfather 
Blacktooth,’’ as Bruin was called in the 
Engadine, was regarded as a mild,. good- 
natured fellow, largely vegetarian in his diet. 
He ate berries, roots, herbs, and grass, like 
the American grizzly, and, like the grizzly, 
he occasionally developed a. taste for sheep 
or goats. Then he became a nuisance, 

One culled fifteen sheep from the pastures 
of the Sutz-alp in the course of a few days. 
He even dallied with the notion of fresh beef, 
but the oxen were seen repulsing him in a co- 
operating group, heads outward, with menac- 
ing Horns. Twenty-nine sheep were killed in 
1 on tie Buffalora-alp. by. a bear. 
Seventeen were killed in about ten days at 
Zernetz. 

“Grandfather Blacktooth’’ rarely attacked 
horses or cattle, and generally got the worst 
of it when he did. His strength was sur- 
prising, He would kill a horse, drag it down 
the bank of a mountain stream, among 
bushes and boulders, across and up the other 
side. Having killed a cow, he would pull it 
out of its stable shed through the roof. 


. .. STRATEGY, 

His mode of attack was to launch himself 
at the neck of his victim, sink his teeth in 
its neck, and hang on until it dropped from 
Icss of blood. He was by no means always 
bold in his attack on sheep and goats, said 
the peasants. He preferred to approach them 
in a fog. Sometimes he would seem deliber- 
ately to drive a small herd over a precipice, 
then make a detour to reach the bodies 
below; but this may well have been unpre- 
meditated. He had been known to break 
in the door of a stable to get at the goats 
he smelt inside. 

A strong liking for honey and fruit often 
led him to his doom. In quest of grapes he 
used to make long treks from the uplands 
of the Engadine to the vineyards of the Pays 
de Vaud and the Valais, where they shot 
him and nung up his paws in the chalets as 
trophies. He liked ants, the large wood 
ants; their acid appealed to his palate as 
does pickle acid to ours. He used to be seen 
“tucking into ” a nest of*ants with gusto, 
licking them up by the hundred with his 
long tongue. 

Sometimes he felt- like a day’s fishing. He 
used to be seen sitting patiently by the 
brink of a stream, awaiting the arrival of 
unwary trout, which he whacked out of the

bat. There was not a single story in the 
Engadine of his attacking a human being 
without proyocation. Une day he met a 
little sel who was gathering wild straw- 
berries. Her basket was on the grass near 
by. She was too terrified to run away, 
but she admitted that “ Grandfather Black- 
tcoth’’ gave her no cause to. He looked at 
the strawberries, helped himself to some, 
but not all of them, and then departed. . 
Bruin was hunted in the winter time, when 
his tracks were easy to trace in the snow. He 
used to emerge sleepily from his hibernation 


and return drowsily to his den. The peasants 
said that in February he cast the skin on the 
soles of his feet, and, hence, could not run 
fast. (I do not think that is the case.) 

The Engadine bear took life easily, yet 
got through quite a lot of work. Imbued 
with no idea of hustle for hustle’s sake, he 
took his time about his traffics and dis- 
coveries. If he had to hurry he could get 
along surprisingly fast. Mild as he was when 
treated with good manners, he was as full of 
fight as anyone at Donnybrook 
assaulted—or even fired at and missed. The 
peasants used to go after him in pairs, and 
referred to take their first shot at him from 
bad, dropping into cover immediately after 
pulling the trigger. 

Coming to. close quarters with a hunter, 
Bruin used to rise on his tind legs. Certain 
Grison hunters used to make a vaunt of 
closing with him, as if igen age - throwing

one arm round his neck and p ‘ng the 
other, protected by a steel gauntlet, down his 
throat, stabbing him irom inside. The old 


men of some of the families with a bear- 
hunting tradition willestill tell you disquiet- 
ing bedtime stories about those desperate 
grapples. They may be sought in the Valley 
of Buotsch, for instance. Jacob Fili, of 
Zernetz, killed more than a dozen bears, some 
with his gun from a distance, two or three 
in hand-to-hand combat, ron Fain some of 
those Engadine bears, weighing as much as 
five hundred pounds.

CANADIAN MINISTER 
OPTIMISTIC. 


Dr. R. J. M. Manion, Canada’s Minister of 
Railways, has crossed over to Europe in an 
optimistic mood. ‘‘ Canada,’’ he said in an 
interview, ‘‘has suffered less, perhaps, than 
any other country from the harsher ineidence 
of depression, and she will emphatically be 
one of the first to recover.
